PROCLAMATION  OF  EMERGENCY 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  section  8500  et  seq.,  San  Francisco  Charter  section  3.100  and 
Chapter  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  empowers  the  Mayor  to  proclaim  (subject  to 
ratification  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors)  the  existence  of  a  local  emergency  when  City  and  County  is 
affected  or  threatened  by  a  natural  disaster  or  other  local  emergency  posing  conditions  of  extreme 
peril  to  life  or  property,  and 
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WHEREAS,  conditions  of  extreme  peril  to  the  safety  of  persons  and  property  have  arisen  within  this 
City  and  County,  including  at  which  time  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  not  in  session;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  MAYOR  does  hereby  find  that  the  aforesaid  conditions  of  extreme  peril  warrant  and 
necessitate  the  proclamation  of  the  existence  of  a  local  emergency; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  I  Willie  Lewis  Brown,  Jr.,  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  do  hereby 
proclaim  the  existence  of  a  local  emergency  within  the  City  and  County  to  be  effective  on  January  8, 
1996. 

It  is  further  proclaimed  and  ordered  that:  Under  the  terms  of  this  emergency,  the  government  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Standardized  Emergency 
Management  System  (SEMS),  which  system  forms  an  essential  part  of  the  City's  Emergency  Plan.  The  head 
of  each  government  department  and  agency  will  observe  his/her  proper  relationship  in  the  command 
structure  outlined  by  that  system  and  will  be  responsive  to  the  orders  and  requests  of  the  staff 
section  chief  designated  to  exercise  staff  supervision  over  his  or  her  department. 

Because  of  the  extreme  peril  to  the  residents  of  this  City,  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California 
is  hereby  requested  to  include  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  an  Emergency  Declaration  of  the 
State  and  is  further  requested  to  ensure  that  the  City  and  County  is  included  in  any  emergency 
declaration  that  may  be  issued  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  further  proclaimed  and  ordered  that  this  declaration  of  a  local  emergency  shall  be  deemed  to 
continue  to  exist  until  it  is  terminated  by  the  Mayor  or  Board  of  Supervisors.  All  departments  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  strictly  enjoined  to  cooperate  with  the  requests  for  material  and 
personnel  resources  which  may  emanate  from  the  Incident  Command  Staff  of  said  City  and  County  which  is 
located  in  the  Emergency  Command  Center  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

Statement  from  Allen  White 

"Coming  Home:  The  Japanese  American  students  of  1942,  1943,  1944  and  1945  return",  was  a  concept 
with  two  specific  goals.  The  first  would  allow  the  people  of  San  Francisco  to  come  together  to 
acknowledge  and  show  respect  for  each  one  of  you  and  the  120,000  other  Japanese  Americans  you 
symbolically  represent. 

Our  second  goal  was  for  a  new  generation  of  San  Franciscans  to  hear  your  voices  and  learn  a  new 
perspective  and  a  new  insight  into  the  effect  of  Executive  Order  9066. 

Tuesday,  May  6,  1996  will  be  a  day  I  shall  never  forget.  I  believe  we  were  successful  in  reaching 
our  goals.  I  also  believe  we  were  successful  in  creating  an  event  which  would  dramatically  touch  our 
hearts,  our  lives  and  our  spirits. 

As  the  music  of  Elgar's  "Pomp  &  Circumstance"  filled  the  Civic  Auditorium,  I  realized,  with  tears 
streaming  down  my  cheeks,  that  this  was  one  of  those  moments  which  shall  never  be  repeated.  In  fact, 
many  may  describe  it  as  an  historical  moment. 

I  knew  then  all  the  work  we  had  done  had  been  worth  it  all. 

You,  the  men  and  women  who  walked  down  the  aisle  are  the  ones  who  struggled,  suffered  such  deep 
pain  and  ultimately  survived.  As  you  walked  down  the  aisle  I  immediately  understood  how  each  one  of 
you  honored  all  of  us  by  your  presence  and  your  participation  in  this  event. 

The  spark  that  began  this  project  came  out  of  a  meeting  last  June,  1996  with  members  of  the  George 
Washington  High  School  Alumni  Association.  We  were  planning  a  60th  anniversary  program  for  the 
school.  It  was  planned  to  highlight  each  decade  of  the  school. 

"How  will  we  deal  with  the  issue  of  the  Japanese  Americans  sent  to  camp  during  1942,"  I  asked. 
Someone  replied:  "Let's  not  deal  with  that,  it's  such  a  downer."  "Not  an  acceptable  answer,"  I  said  to 
myself. 

The  next  thought  was  to  invite  some  graduates  to  the  alumni  and  have  them  introduced.  Then  we  saw 
the  problem.  You  all  went  to  camps  and  there  were  no  graduates. 

What  now?  Calls  were  then  made  to  Janice  Mirkitani  at  Glide  Church;  Yori  Wada,  my  perception  of  the 
true  Japanese  American  statesman  and  J.K.  Yamamoto,  English  Editor  of  the  Hokubei  Mainichi  newspaper. 
From  these  conversations  it  became  clear  diplomas  should  be  presented,  even  if  50  years  late.  We 
expanded  the  scope  to  other  schools  besides  Washington  High  and  we  chose  to  include  more  years. 

Enter  Lei  and  Yee,  now  Supervisor,  then  School  Board  member.  He  drafted  and  presented  the 
resolution  which  was  unanimously  passed  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education.  The  resolution  called 
upon  the  Superintendent  to  create  a  process  to  locate  and  invite  those  qualified  to  receive  these 
diplomas. 

Opinions  expressed  at  several  small  meetings  by  those  qualified  to  graduate,  left  no  question  about 
your  thoughts.  Community  guilt  trips  were  identified  as  both  hollow  in  motivation  and  about  55  years 
too  late. 

At  one  meeting  a  gruff  speaking,  rugged  man  stood  up.  He  said  he  reluctantly  attended  the 
meeting.  He  had  no  interest  in  a  diploma.  "Where  were  those  people  50  years  ago  who  now  want  to  make 
themselves  feel  important,"  he  charged. 

Then  as  tears  welled  up  in  his  eyes,  this  man,  one  you  suppose  never  cries,  opened  his  heart.  "Can 
you  make  this  something  which  will  educate,  which  will  make  people  never  forget,"  he  asked.  "Would  it 
be  possible  to  educate  all  those  kids  in  school  today? 

If  you  can,  he  continued,  then  count  me  in.  I  will  be  there,  not  for  me  and  not  to  receive  a 
diploma.  I  will  be  there  because  each  one  of  us  who  stands  up  represents  120,000  who  we  must  never  let 
the  world  forget. 

What  a  challenge.  What  an  opportunity.  Today,  I  am  proud  and  pleased  to  report  that  we  have 
successfully  met  the  goals  of  this  project. 

The  first  challenge  was  to  secure  the  Civic  Auditorium.  Many  felt  the  venue  too  large.  I  didn't. 
It  was  my  hope  to  fill  the  auditorium  with  as  many  students  as  possible.  That  dream  became  reality 
about  one  hour  before  the  ceremony  as  the  busses  began  to  arrive.  More  than  40  yellow  school  buses 
arrived  with  more  than  2,500  passengers.

Monday,  April  28,  1997 

As  the  program  began,  we  saw  the  power  of  education  right  before  our  eyes.  Over  2,000  rowdy 
students  were  simultaneously  and  amazed  as  reality  hit  them  square  in  the  face.  There  is  no 
question. . .the  kids  got  it. 

They  knew  exactly  what  was  happening.  How  fascinating  it  was  to  notice  the  noise  level  drop  as 
each  speaker  told  their  story.  An  amazing  experience. 

Each  of  you,  I  trust,  will  share  with  me  the  belief  that  we  successfully  changed  the  lives  of  many 
students  who  attended  the  ceremony.  What  a  delightful  surprise  to  hear  the  screams  and  cheers  from 
these  young  students  as  one  of  you  from  their  school  stepped  forward  to  receive  your  diploma. 

The  second  major  educational  component  was  the  use  of  television.  Bay  TV,  the  cable  news  service 
of  KRON-TV,  made  a  substantial  investment  in  the  graduation  ceremony.  The  result  was  a  one  hour 
prime-time  special  which  aired  Sunday  evening,  May  11  throughout  Northern  California. 

The  next  phase  is  to  create  a  permanent  home  video  which  will  contain  the  Bay-TV  program  and  copies 
of  the  news  clips  which  aired  in  the  Bay  Area  and  across  America.  When  complete,  you  may  expect  a 
complimentary  copy. 

We  have  also  investigated  the  creation  of  a  living  memorial  which  would  bring  together  rare  film 
footage,  video,  including  the  Bay  TV  program,  and  essays  and  drawings  from  school  children. 

In  summary,  I  wish  you  all  to  know  I  shall  remember  this  experience  as  one  of  the  most  gratifying 
in  my  life  as  well  as,  without  question,  one  of  the  most  painful. 

This  project  revealed  bigotry,  discrimination  and  that  real  bad  people  continue  to  exist.  The 
spirit  of  Executive  Order  9066  has  not  died.  It  is  kept  alive  by  the  egos  of  power  hunger  bureaucrats 
and  those  who  give  higher  priority  to  their  strategies  of  control  rather  than  agendas  of  compassion  and 
care. 

What  is  exciting  is  we  have  been  given  the  opportunity  to  see  and  feel  your  spirit,  your  discipline 
and  your  courage  to  survive.  How  can  you  forgive  is  a  question  I  was  asked  repeatedly. 

Possibly  our  greatest  strength  was  to  stay  focused  on  our  goals  to  educate  and  to  demonstrate  our 
respect  through  the  quality  of  the  event  we  produced. 

I  am  so  very  proud  of  what  we  have  created. 

For  each  one  of  you,  I  hope  May  6,  1997  will  be  remembered  as  your  day  for  Coming  Home."
